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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


There had been persistent complaints from the public regarding 
black -marketing in reservations by unauthorised travel agents or other 
persons. The issue had also been raised in Parliament on many 
occasions and suggestions had been made that the Indian Railways Act, 
1890 , should be suitably amended to check effectively the activities of 
unauthorised travel agents or other persons indulging in this malprac 
tice . It is proposed to accept this suggestion and include, as an offence 
under the Indian Railways Act, 1890 , the carrying on of the business 
of procuring and supplying tickets or reserved accommodation for 
journey by a train unless so authorised by the railway administration 
and to provide for the arrest of persons committing this offence without 
a warrant.

2. Opportunity is also being availed of to amend section 131 of the 
Act to include a reference to section 114 of the Act (penalty for trans 
fer of tickets by unauthorised persons ) so that a person committing 
that offence may also be arrested without a warrant.
